Price Laws Cover All

DETROIT — Pricing of air conditioning 
and commercial refrigerating equipment of 
more than 25 tons capacity is subject to the 
provisions of Maximum Price Regulation No. 
136, Machines and Parts, which will become 
effective July 1, while equipment of less than 
25 tons capacity is subject to the provisions 
of General Maximum Price Regulation, 
Bulletin No. 1, effective May 18, 1942, 
according to information received by AIR 
CONDITIONING & REFRIGERATION NEWS from 
Donald H. Wallace, Director, 
Materials Price Division. 

Commercial refrigerators (including dis- 
play cases, reach-in refrigerators, beverage 
coolers) are subject to General Maximum 
Price Regulation, Bulletin No. 1. 

The information from Mr. Wallace was in 
a letter from the Office of Price Administra- 
tion headquarters dated June 15, in response

CHICAGO—Under the gavel of I. J. 
Fairchild, chief of the Division of Trade 
Standards, U. S. Department of Commerce, 
representatives of the commercial refrigera- 
tion condensing unit manufacturers put the 
finishing touches and final approval on a 
commercial standard for the industry here 
June 23.

Repair Parts Are Released for Sale; 
Other Changes in Order Authorized 


(Official Release From the War Production Board) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20—Manufacturers and distribu- 
tors of industrial and commercial refrigerator and air-conditioning 
equipment are afforded some degree of relief from the restrictions 
imposed by Limitation Order L-38, by Amendment No. 1 to the 
order, announced today by the Director of Industry Operations. 

Main provision of the amendment permits sale of certain items 
of equipment listed under paragraph (e) of the order, without 
the necessity of obtaining preference rating to cover the 
installation of the finished product. Under the order as 
originally issued, such items could be sold only on A-9 or higher 
rating or to agencies in a preferred Order Group. 

(Editor’s Note: The provision permits the dealers to sell, without 
preferred ratings, their stocks of all the items enumerated in section (e) 
with the exception of draft beer coolers. These items are: carbonated 
beverage dispensers, bottle beverage coolers, low temperature mechanical 
refrigerators of less than 8-cu. ft. capacity, self contained room coolers, 
evaporative coolers, and window type conditioners having a rated capacity 


of less than 2 hp., fountainette type soda fountains, florist boxes and cases, 
ice cream cabinets.) 


Added to the Preferred Order Group are Army exchanges, 
Naval ship-stores, officers’ messes and officers’, non-commissioned 
officers’ and enlisted men’s clubs. 

Repair parts are defined, and excluded from the provisions 
of the order and may now be sold without preferred status. 

Bottlers ot carbonated bever- © 
ages and manufacturers of ice 
cream for resale are included by 
the amendment among the author- 
ized channels of distribution, and 
their stocks of ice cream cabinets 
and beverage coolers are released 


tailed deliveries of bottled and 
canned beer, these coolers remain 
frozen and dealers’, distributors’, 
and manufacturers’ inventories 
must be reported to the War Pro- 
duction Board. 


for sale in the same manner as the 
stocks of dealers and distributors. 

Added to the list of items which 
may no longer be manufactured, 
save on direct Army or Navy 
orders, are ice cream cabinets and 
evaporative coolers. All producers’ 
inventories of the items listed 
under paragraph (e), including 
these cabinets and coolers, remain 
frozen. 

Because of the heavy demand 
for draft-beer coolers, due to the 
shortage of bottle caps and cur- 


Manufacturers having fabricated 
parts and sub-assemblies may now 
assemble these into finished prod- 
ucts, if no further raw materials 
are consumed in the process. This 
provision, however, does not affect 
items in paragraph (e). 

All appeals for relief from the 
stop-production provisions of the 
order must be made on Form 
PD-520.

TEXT 


Section 1071.1—GENERAL 
LIMITATION ORDER L-38 
WITH AMENDMENT NO. 1, 
EFFECTIVE JUNE 18, 1942 

(a) Applicability of Priorities Regu- 
lation No. 1. This Order and all 
transactions affected thereby are sub- 
ject to the provisions of Priorities 
Regulation No. 1, as amended from 
time to time, except to the extent that 
any provision hereof may be incon- 
sistent therewith, in which case the 
provisions of this Order shall govern. 

(b) Definitions. For the purpose of 
this Order: 

(1) “Refrigeration and Air Condi- 
tioning Equipment” means any type of 
machinery equipment or other appara- 
tus (except a Domestic Mechanical 
Refrigerator as defined in paragraph 
(b) (2) hereof and except a Domestic 
Ice Refrigerator as defined in para- 
graph (b) (3) hereof) which is pri- 
marily designed to lower the tempera- 
ture of matter, or to regulate the tem- 
perature or humidity of air, by 
mechanical, chemical, or physical 
means, and includes all insulated en- 
closures, materials, parts, implements, 
and devices used with such machinery, 
equipment, or apparatus in causing 
it to perform its function of refrigera- 
tion or air conditioning.

(2) “Domestic Mechanical Refriger- 
ator means any refrigerator for house- 
hold use which operates either by 
compression or absorption and which 
has a net capacity of 16 cubic feet or 
less (National Electric Manufacturing 
Association rating) but does not in- 
clude any low temperature mechanical 
refrigerator designed for the storage 
of frozen foods or for the quick 
freezing of food where the low tem- 
perature compartment customarily 
operates at a temperature of not 
higher than 15 degrees above zero 
Fahrenheit and contains 75% or more 
of the total refrigerating space in the 
refrigerator. 

(3) “Domestic Ice Refrigerator” 
means any non-mechanical ice chest 
or ice box for home use. 

(4) “Producer” means any person 
who manufactures any Refrigerating 
and Air Conditioning Equipment. 

(5) “Preferred Order” means any 
order or contract for Refrigerating 
and Air Conditioning Equipment to 
be delivered to or for the account of 
the Army or Navy of the United 
States (including Army Exchanges, 
Naval Ship Stores, Officers’ Messes 
and Officers’, Non-Commissioned Of- 
ficers’ and Enlisted Men’s Clubs) the 
United States Maritime Commission, 
the Panama Canal, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, the Coast Guard, 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, the 
National Advisory Commission for 
Aeronautics, the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development, or any 
foreign country pursuant to the Act 
of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act 
to Promote the Defense of the United 
States” (Lend-Lease) or any order or 
contract for such equipment to or for 
the account of any person who has 
received an order or certificate of the 
Director of Industry Operations as- 
signing a preference rating of A-9 or 
higher specifically to the delivery of 
an item or items of such equipment 
and issued to and designating the per- 
son seeking to purchase said item or 
items or any order or contract for 
such equipment to which has been 
assigned a preference rating by opera- 
tion of Preference Rating Order No. 
P-126 (Material for Emergency Serv- 
icing of Refrigerating and Air Con- 
ditioning Machinery and Equipment, 
issued April 20, 1942) as amended 
from time to time. 

(6) “Unused” when applied to Re- 
frigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment means any such equipment 
which has never been sold and de- 
livered to an ultimate consumer. 

(7) “Fabricated Part” means any 
assembly or part which is ready for 
incorporation into any item of Refrig- 
erating and Air Conditioning Equip- 
ment without the use of any raw 
material. 

(8) “Emergency Repair Service” 
means the emergency repair of Re- 


frigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment (excluding any domestic 
mechanical refrigerator) which is 


actually installed, the condition of 
which renders its operation unsafe or 
ineffective, including the replacement 
or reconditioning of necessary parts 
therefor, whether or not a breakdown 
has actually occurred. It includes the 
emergency replacement of equipment 
which has been worn out, damaged, 
or destroyed, but does not include the 
installation of any equipment (new or 
used) to replace usable equipment or 
the substitution of equipment of in- 
herently greater capacity than that 
which it is necessary to replace. 

(c) Prohibiting Sale of Refrigerat- 
ing and Air Conditioning Equipment. 

(1) Except to fill a Preferred Order, 
or as provided in paragraph (c) (2) 
hereof, no Producer, dealer or other 
authorized channel of _ distribution 
including a bottler of carbonated bev- 
erages and a manufacturer of ice 
cream for resale) of Refrigerating and 
Air Conditioning Equipment § shall, 
after the effective date of this Order 
install any used Refrigerating and Air 
Conditioning Equipment and no Pro- 
ducer, dealer or other authorized 
channel of distribution shall sell, lease, 
trade, lend, deliver, ship or transfer 
any such unused equipment except to 
other producers, dealers or other au- 
thorized channels of distribution for 
resale; and no person (with the ex- 
ception of other producers, dealers or

other authorized channels of distribu- 
tion for resale) shall accept any sale, 
lease, trade, loan, delivery, shipment, 
transfer or installation of any unused 
Refrigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions 
of paragraph (c) (1) hereof, any Pro- 
ducer, dealer or other authorized 
channel of distribution may make, and 
any person may accept, any sale, 
lease, trade, loan, delivery, shipment, 
transfer or installation of any material 
or parts to be used in Emergency 
Repair Service. 

(d) Restricting Production of Re- 
frigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment. 

(1) During the period May 15, 1942 
to June 30, 1942, no Producer shall 
produce any item of Refrigerating and 
Air Conditioning Equipment in excess 
of the greater of the two quantities 
of such item determined as indicated 
in (i) and (ii) below: 

(i) The number of such item for 
which the Producer has on hand un- 
filled Preferred Orders; 

(ii) The number of such item de- 
livered on Preferred Orders during 
the period April 1, 1942 to May 15, 
1942, 

(2) During any calendar quarter, 
commencing with the calendar quar- 
ter beginning July 1, 1942, no Producer 
shall produce any item of Refrigerat- 
ing and Air Conditioning Equipment 
in excess of the greater of the two 
quantities of such item determined as 
indicated in (i) and (ii) below: 

(i) The number of such item for 
which the Producer has on hand un- 
filled Preferred Orders; 

(ii) The number of such item de- 
livered on Preferred Orders during 
the next preceding calendar quarter. 

(3) Notwithstanding any provision 
of this Order, a Producer may, prior 
to June 30, 1942, assemble any item 
of Refrigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment other than items listed in 
paragraph (e) (1) hereof, from fabri- 
cated parts which, on May 15, 1942, 
were in his possession or control or in 
transit to him, provided that no ma- 
terial other than Fabricated Parts 
shall be consumed in the assembling 
operation. 

(e) Restricting Production and Sale 
of Specific Items. 

(1) No Producer shall, prior to 
August 13, 1942, produce any of the 
following equipment except to fill an 
order of, or for the account of, the 
Army or Navy of the United States 
or the United States Maritime Com- 
mission. Thereafter no Producer shall 
produce any of the following equip- 
ment for any purpose: 

(i) Self-contained or remote Draft 
Beer Dispensers, including storage 
cabinets and/or water chilling devices 
which are a part of the dispensing 
system. 

(ii) Carbonated Beverage Dispen- 
sers. 

(iii) Bottled Beverage Coolers 
whether of reach-in, counter, or self- 
contained type. 

(iv) Low Temperature Mechanical 
Refrigerators having a net capacity 
of 8 cubic feet or less designed for 
the storage of frozen foods or for the 
quick-freezing of food. 

(v) Self-contained Room Coolers, 
Evaporative Coolers and Window 
Type Air Conditioners having a rated 
capacity of less than 2 horsepower or 
a refrigerating capacity of less than 
2 tons (American Society of Refriger- 
ation Engineers’ Specifications). 

vi) Fountainette Type Soda Foun- 
tains. 

vii) Florist Boxes and Florist Dis- 
play Cases. 

(viii) Ice Cream Cabinets. 

(2) Notwithstanding any provision 
of this Order, no PRODUCER shall 
sell, lease, trade, lend, deliver, ship or 
transfer to any dealer or other au- 
thorized channel of distribution of Re- 
frigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment any of the items of Refrig- 
erating and Air Conditioning Equip- 
ment listed in paragraph (e) (1) here- 
of except parts for Emergency Repair 
Service. 

(3) Notwithstanding any provision 
of this Order, a DEALER OR OTHER 
AUTHORIZED CHANNEL OF DIS- 
TRIBUTION (including a bottler of 
carbonated beverages and a manufac- 
turer of ice cream for resale) of Re- 
frigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment may install or may sell,

Dispensers as defined in subparagraph

amendment. This subparagraph (3) 
applies to parts for Emergency Repair 
Service of all items of Refrigerating 
and Air Conditioning Equipment listed 
in paragraph (e) (1) hereof, includ- 
ing parts for Draft Beer Dispensers as 
defined in subparagraph (e) (1) (i) 
hereof.” 

(f) Avoidance of Excessive Inven- 
tories. No Producer shall accumu- 
late for use in the production of 
Refrigerating and Air Conditioning 
Equipment inventories of raw mate- 
rials, semi-processed materials, or 
finished parts in quantities in excess 
of the minimum amount necessary to 
maintain production of such equip- 
ment to the extent permitted by this 
Order provided that nothing herein 
shall prevent a Producer from accu- 
mulating materials to the extent per- 
mitted by any application to him of 
the Production Requirements Plan 
(Preference Rating Order No. P-90.) 

(g) Records. All persons affected by 
this Order shall keep and preserve for 
not less than two years accurate and 
complete records concerning inven- 
tories, production, and sales. 

(h) Audit and Inspection. All rec- 
ords required to be kept by this 
Order shall, upon request, be sub- 
mitted to audit and inspection by duly 
authorized representatives of the War 
Production Board. 

(i) Reports. Each manufacturer to 
whom this Order applies shall file 
with the War Production Board such 
reports and questionnaires as said 
Board shall from time to time require. 

(j) Violations. Any person who 
willfully violates any provision of this 
Order, or who, in connection with this 
Order, willfully conceals a material 
fact or furnishes false information to 
any department or agency of the 
United States is guilty of a crime, and 
upon conviction may be punished by 
fine or imprisonment. In addition, 
any such person may be prohibited 
from making or obtaining further de- 
liveries of, or from processing or 
using, material under priority control 
and may be deprived of priorities as- 
sistance. 

(k) Appeal. Any person affected by 
this Order who considers that com- 
pliance therewith would work an ex- 
ceptional and unreasonable hardship 
upon him, or that it would result in 
a serious problem of unemployment 
in the community, or that compliance 
with this Order would disrupt or 
impair a program of conversion from 
non-defense to defense work, may 
apply for relief by addressing a letter 
to the War Production Board, setting 
forth the pertinent facts and the 
reasons why such person considers 
that he is entiled to relief. The 
Director of Industry Operations may 
thereupon take such action as he 
deems appropriate.

“Service Work’ Prices 
Will Be Pegged by 
Law Starting July 1 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Services 
and “service work’ on consumer 
goods will go under a Wartime price 
ceiling July 1, with the maximum 
price that can be charged being the 
highest levels of March, 1942. 

Ceiling prices for such services are 
covered under the General Maximum 
Price Regulation. A supplementary 
statement relative to the price 
ceilings for services is being issued 
by the government. 

An advance statement mentions 
the repair of electrical appliances 
and charges for refrigerated food 
locker service as two types of serv- 
ices specifically covered by the 
regulations. 

The supplementary order, which 
apparently is still in the process of 
being written, will “spell out” the 
steps which those operating the 
“retail services” must follow to 
comply with the ceiling regulations. 
It is expected to contain formulae 
which the various services may use 
to determine prices to be charged 
by them. 

According to reports, the formulae 
to be recommended will establish the 
March costs of operation, materials 
and labor as a base against which 
the operator may figure his profit at 
the highest margin he enjoyed during 
the month of March. 

According to some reports, OPA is 
said to be establishing a _ special 
division known as the Consumers 
Service Division to administer the 
service industries’ regulation. 

Said the advance statement: 

“Personal services not connected 
with commodities, and professional 
services are excluded from _ the 
order. All other retail services 
having to do with the installation, 
maintenance, preservation, repair, 
storage, and distribution of commodi- 
ties must be priced no higher than 
the highest levels charged in March, 
1942. | 

“Thus the rates charged by repair 
shops, garages, tailors, laundries, 
etc. are covered by the regulation, 
while the prices set by barbers and 
beauty shops (services to the person) 
and the fees of doctors, dentists, and 
lawyers (professional services) are 
not.” 

The price regulation automatically 
licenses every firm in the consumer 
field and makes violators subject to 
revocation of their license to do 
business. 

“There will be no physical evidence 
of the license issued immediately,” 
says an OPA announcement. ‘“Never- 
theless, the provisions of the price 
control laws are applicable, which 
means that a licensee who violates 
the regulation may, after warning by 
OPA, have his license suspended by 
court action.” 

(Air Conditioning ¢& Refrigeration 
News will attempt to get complete 
details on the supplementary bulletin 
to the General Maximum Price 
Regulation, covering sale of services, 
for publication in the next issue.)

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 1) 
cation of certain amendments” to 
the Price Regulations.” 

The letter from the OPA dated 
June 15 made the following state- 
ment: 

“Air Conditioning equipment. with 
an I.M.E. of 25 tons or more and 
refrigerating machinery equipped 
with a prime mover of 25 or more 
horsepower would be classified as 
air conditioning and refrigerating 
equipment, industrial, and will be 
subject to the provisions of Maxi- 
mum Price Regulation No. 136, 
Machines and Parts, which will be- 
come effective July 1, 1942. 

“Air conditioning equipment with 
an I.M.E. of less than 25 tons or 
refrigerating equipment with a prime 
mover of less than 25 horsepower, 
will be classfied as commercial air 
conditioning and refrigerating equip- 
ment and will be subject to the pro- 
visions of General Maximum Price 
Regulation, Bulletin No. 1, effective 
May 18, 1942. 

“Commercial refrigerators, includ- 
ing such items as reach-in refrig- 
erators, display cases, bottled bever- 


age coolers, walk-in boxes, and z 


similar commercial refrigeration ap- 
plications are subject to General 
Maximum Price Regulation, Bulletin 
No. 1. 

“High side equipment such as com- 
pressors, condensers, condenser re- 
ceivers, and condensing units gener- 
ally as well as low side equipment 
such as evaporators, coils, unit cool- 
ers, etc. are classified as industrial 
equipment if used in connection 
with refrigerating equipment in- 
corporating a prime mover of 25 or 
more horsepower or air conditioning 
equipment 25 or more tons I.M.E. 

“Certain accessories or controls 
such as pressure switches, tempera- 
ture controls, liquid level controls, 
and other control devices which are 
not manually operated are subject to 
Maximum Price Regulation No. 136, 
Machines and Parts. Manually 
operated controls which are not used 
to control electrical energy are sub- 
ject to the provisions of General 
Maximum Price Regulation, Bulletin 
No. 1. 

“Manufacturers who sell machines 
on an installed basis are permitted 
to calculate outbound freight and 
field labor at rates in effect during 
March, 1942.” 

Dealers in commercial refrigera- 
tion who are subject to Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 136 and Gen- 
eral Maximum Price Regulation, 
Bulletin No. 1, should obtain copies 
of the orders at once if they do not 
have them. 

The following are some of the 
main points of Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 136, Machines and 
Parts. 

This regulation specifies Oct. 1, 
1941 prices, for the machines and 
parts it covers, at all levels of dis- 
tribution except retail. Oct. 1 rentals 
for machines are also established as 
maximum rentals. 

If for any new machine or part a 
seller other than the manufacturer 
had an established price in effect on 
Oct. 1, 1941, such price shall be the 
maximum price. 

Maximum prices on resales where 
no list prices are available are based 
on margins of last Oct. 1. 

Maximum prices, under the regu- 
lation 136, are determined by refer- 
ence to price sheets or regular 
quotations used on Oct. 1, 1941, 
where available. 

In the absence of these, manufac- 
turers’ prices are to be determined 
by the same method which prevailed 
on Oct. 1, 1941, using labor rates, 
materials prices, and overhead rates 


© in effect Oct. 1 last year. For ma- 


chines and parts which cannot be 
priced under either of these methods, 
the proposed price must be sub- 
mitted to the OPA for approval. 
If not disapproved within 30 days the 
proposed price becomes the maxi- 
mum price. 

It is further provided that all 
sellers and lessors must file with 
the OPA his established prices in 
effect on Oct. 1 (in whatever form 
they may have been). 
provided that those subject to the 
regulation shall give each customer 
upon request, a signed receipt show- 
ing the date of the transaction, an 
identification of the machine or part 
sold or leased, and the price, rental, 
or charge therefor. 

The following are the main points 
of General Maximum Price Regula- 
tion, Bulletin No. 1. 

This regulation provides that the 
retailer must not charge more for 


the item than the highest prices he 
charged during March, 1942. If a 
sale was not made on the item in 
March, then the maximum price will 
be the. dealer’s highest “offering 
price” for delivery of the same 
article during March. 

The retailer must keep and pre- 
serve for examination by OPA his 
customary sales records and, in ad- 
dition, records showing the basis 
upon which he determined his maxi- 
mum price for each article sold. 

Every retailer must display promi- 
nently his ceiling prices for ali 
cost-of-living commodities in his 
store. 

By July 1, 1942 the retailer should 
have filed with his nearest OPA 
War Price and Rationing Board a 
statement showing his maximum 
prices for all cost-of-living com- 
modities offered for sale in his store. 

The retailer must complete a 
statement, to be kept in his store 
for examination by any person. 
showing his “base-period” prices for 
every item carried for sale in his 
store during March. 

One authority declares that the 
dealer must prepare and file a sched- 
ule with his nearest War Price and 
Rationing Board by July 1 in which 
he lists the manufacturers from 
whose catalogs he sold commodities 
in March and states the discounts or 
other price differentials he received. 
Such catalogs and price lists should 
probably be filed with the schedule.

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Manufacturers Must Have Information 
From Field For Allocation Classification 


Clarification Sought on Refrigeration Product Listing 


DETROIT—While Priorities Regu- 
lation. No. 10 (and the Allocation 
Classification System) as it is now 
written virtually make no provision 
for any designation by symbols for 
“end uses” of refrigeration products, 
manufacturers of refrigeration prod- 
ucts are requesting that purchase 
orders carry the symbol that most 
nealy fits the classification or ‘end 
use” of the product ordered. 

It is understood that representa- 
tives of refrigeration and other in- 
dustries will be given hearings next 
week, after which the Allocation 
Classification System may be altered 
so that refrigeration ‘end uses” can 
be better fitted into the system. 


OBJECTIONS OF INDUSTRY 


Here’s the trouble with the Classi- 
fication System as originally written, 
in the viewpoint of refrigeration 
men: 

1. The Industrial and Civilian 
Classifications hardly provide any 
place into which even complete re- 
frigeration installations can fall. 

2. No provision is made what-

soever for orders which would come 
from stocking jobbers and distribu- 
tors of parts and supplies—the kind 
of goods that is sold off the shelf. 

Purpose of Priorities Regulation 
No. 10 is to permit, as far as pos- 
sible, the complete allocation of 
metals and other strategical mate- 
rials. Accordingly, a dual classifi- 
cation system has been provided con- 
sisting of Allocation Classification 
Symbols (in the form of numbers), 
which will designate the particular 
kind of product for which materials 
ordered will be used, and Purchasers 
Symbols (in the form of letters) to 
indicate the general type of pur- 
chasers to which delivery will be 
made. 

“Retail purchases and purchases 
by retailers,” says Priorities Regula- 
tion No. 10, “will not transmit an 
allocation or purchaser’s symbol on 
their orders. Since the retailer does 
not place an allocation or pur- 
chaser’s symbol on its orders, the 
manufacturer, wholesaler, or dis- 
tributor receiving these orders will 
place the Purchaser’s symbol DP 
(domestic purchaser) on _ these 
orders. Industrial and mill suppliers, 
warehouses, and business perform- 
ing similar functions for industry 
are not deemed retailers.” 


PROPER SELECTION 


There are two principal kinds of 
situations to distinguish in selecting 
the proper classification: 

(1) The business of the purchaser 
may fall directly into one or more 
of the Allocation Classifications. In 
this case the business simply places 
on its purchase order the symbol 
representing the business for which 
the purchase order is placed. For 
example, the manufacturer of tanks 
places the symbol 3.10 on all its 
purchase orders. 

(2) The business of the purchaser 
does not fall directly into any of the 
classifications. In this case, the pur- 
chaser has no symbol to identify its 
own business, but simply transmits 
the symbol it receives on the pur- 
chase order which its customers have 
placed with it. For example, the 
manufacturer of electric motors re- 
ceiving an order from a railroad 
bearing the symbol 10.10 places the 
same symbol 10.10 on its purchase 
order. 


PURCHASE ORDER USE 


Priorities Regulation No. 10 says 
that in the cases of a business manu- 
facturing parts or sub-assemblies, 
“such as electric motors, air com- 
pressors, ball bearings, etc.” which 
do not fall directly within any of the 
listed classifications— 

Where an item can be traced di- 
rectly to one Allocation Classifica- 
tion, the business should transmit 
the classification symbol for that 
item on its purchase order. The 
example is given of a storage battery 
company that orders materials to 
be used in the manufacture of stor- 
age batteries for automobiles—the 
symbol for automobiles (10.20) 
should be placed on the purchase 
order. 

Thus, in the case of refrigeration 
equipment which will be used in con- 
junction with machine tools, the ma- 
chine tool classification (20.10) 
should be used. 


PLACEMENT OF ORDERS 


In addition to the information re- 
quired in respect to Allocation 
Classification symbols, the WPB will 
still have need of the information 
which is already being furnished as 
to whether the orders are placed by 
the Army, the Navy, etc. This will 
be continued and slightly extended. 
A series of letter symbols has been 
adopted to indicate the purchaser. 


Purchaser:

When orders bearing these symbols 
are received by a business, the busi- 
ness must pass them on to its sup- 
pliers even though the allocation 
number may be changed. 

The appropriate purchaser’s sym- 
bol should in each case precede the 
numerical allocation symbol placed 
on purchase orders so that the 
Allocation Classification will be 
broken down by Army, Navy, Lend- 
Lease, etc. 

The following is the Numerical

Now as to where refrigeration 
products fit into the classifications: 


Under ‘Class 14.00 Industrial Food 
Processing” the Priorities Regulation 
No. 10 says that “this symbol be used 
by companies engaged in _ such 
operations as” and in a long list in- 
cludes “manufacture of ice cream 
and ices,” “wholesale meat packing,” 
“manufacture of quick-frozen food,” 
“manufacture of soda _ fountains, 
beer-dispensing equipment, and re- 
lated products.” 

Under “Class 16.00 Equipment and 
Supplies for Household Use” are 
listed—“‘manufacture of _ electric 
water coolers, “manufacture of milk 
coolers,” ‘manufacture of refrigera- 
tors for domestic, restaurant, and 
hotel use.” 

Any item that goes into a machine 
tool apparently comes under “Class 
20.10 Metal Working Machinery.” 

“Class 20.20” specifies among many 
other machines “manufacture of ice 
cream machinery.” 

“Class 22.00 Operating Supplies 
and Building Repair and Mainte- 
nance” does not seem to open up any 
possibility for repairs to refrigerat- 
ing equipment or appliances. It 
seems to be confined strictly to 
building operating supplies. 

“Class 23.00 All Other End Uses” 
might apply to anything. 

It is obvious that Allocation 
Classification System will need plenty 
of interpretation. Representatives of 
the refrigeration industry hope that 
such interpretations can be obtained 
within the next 10 days. 

In the meantime, manufacturers 
are asking that “some symbol be 
placed on all orders.” 

“It boils down to this,’ said one 
producer. “If we don’t get the 
classification symbols on the pur- 
chase orders, it means that we can’t 
get any more raw materials to pro- 
duce anything in the future. 

“Our advice is to get a copy of the 
bulletin ‘Priorities Regulation No. 
10 and the Allocation Classification 
System’ and study it and use the 
symbol which most nearly fits the 


end use or classification described in 
the booklet. 

“Where an order is entered for a 
job lot of items to be stocked, such 
as parts and supplies, the jobber or 
distributing firm entering the order 
might indicate the percentage of each 
classification in which the materials 
or products entered in the order will 
be used.”
